EDITORIAL NOTES - 
Good Signs 


HERE are indications that progress is being 

made for betterment of the sport of racing 
and for more equitable distribution of the reve- 
nues therefrom. New York’s State Racing Com- 
mission has revoked the license of the Onondaga 
Jockey Club—99 per cent of the ownership of 
which was in the hands of Joe Cattarinich and 
Leo Dandurand, citizens of Montreal, who under- 
took to operate, under the name “option system,” 
a form of pari-mutuels, against the law, which 
they had agreed to obey when the Commission 
granted the license. In so doing the Commission 
has served notice that only the law-abiding will 
be permitted to operate race courses in the Em- 
pire State, and a statement Has been issued 
wherein all and sundry are given to understand 
that good character and clean reputation of those 
concerned in ownership and management of race 
courses is a requisite. 

New York's Commission also has moved in the 
direction of an enlargement of the distribution to 
owners through added money to stakes and 
purses. It also is giving attention to the condi- 
tion of horses racing on the courses of the Empire 
State. Cripples are to be barred, as they should 
be. By cripples we mean to say horses with 
underpinning sufficiently suspicious as to incur 
likelihood of breaking down during the race. 

Here let us offer the suggestion that New 
York’s Commission decrease the number and 
value of stakes and purses for 2-year-olds and 
increase the number and value of stakes and 
purses for 4-year-olds and 4-year-olds and 
upward. This will, we think, result in conserva- 
tion of 2-year-olds, to the end that America will 
thereby have better horses for longer periods. It 
stands to reason that, if young horses are per- 
mitted to mature, they will be more sound and 
more capable of racing for a longer period than 
under the present system of early breaking, con- 
stant training and early racing. 

We think this suggestion should be adopted in 
every State in the Union. We think the Ameri- 


can Thoroughbred Breeders Association could, 
with full expectation of fruitful results, include a

recommendation of this kind in the program to be 
devised at its annual meeting at Saratoga Springs 
on August 23. ; 

We think the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners would be taking another 
forward step for racing and for the breeding in- 
dustry, which is fostered by racing, by backing 
a rule of this sort. 

The N. A. S. R. C. made its first great stride 
in its step for the suppression of the horse doping 
evil. There is no question, we think, about the 
improvement shown in racing since the cessation 
of the promiscuous use of stimulants. We think, 
also, there will be no question about further im- 
provement if there is abated the murderous prac- 
tice of honing and hammering yearlings and 
2-year-olds before their bones and muscles are 
capable of standing the drilling without damage. 

Washington’s State Racing Commission is en- 
couraging races at longer distances, and Long- 
acres management, following the plan, is setting 
an example for the heads of affairs in other 
states. 

John W. Marchbank, a breeder-owner of wide 
and valuable experience, a leading stockholder in 
Tanforan track, carries on his campaign for de- 
creased take and decreased tax in California. 
He knows, just as all men of experience in per- 
centages know, that no game will survive under 
a heavy take-out, just as no business can thrive 
if burdened with high interest rates. 

We say again, as we have often said before in 
these columns, that the take from pari-mutuels 
should never be over 614 per cent, and that the 
State's part of that should not be over 1 per cent. 
There is no reason why the State should want to 
destroy a contributing industry by denying it the 
right of self-support. 

The tracks should be required to conserve the 
revenues from racing to the end that stakes and 
purses always would be ample, thereby guaran- 
teeing support to the breeding industry and to 
the owners of the horses, which would mean bet- 
ter horses and improved racing. 

There is encouragement, too, in the fact that 
The Cincinnati Enquirer, influential .and con- 
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servative, is telling “race track managers and 
servers of the handbook interests,” that “there 
are a lot of persons in the Turf world who are 
beginning to believe that the tail of racing is 
swallowing the head. .. These persons are of the 
opinion that there is too much and too good a 
poolroom and handbook service given out on the 
races, and in the not far distant future the racing 
associations and the racing service people may 
have a clash.” 


The Enquirer suggests that there be a com- 
promise between the tracks and the General 
News Bureau, and that it be in the nature of an 
understanding that there be no service within a 
radius of 25 miles of any race track during a race 
meeting at that track. 

The Enquirer confirms the fact that race 
courses are suffering from the operation of pool- 
rooms and handbooks. “When Latonia was run- 
ning,” says The Enquirer, “the handbooks and 
poolrooms were jammed. The day after Latonia 
closed there was only a corporal’s guard in these 
places.” The Enquirer concludes with this warn- 
ing: 

Something has got to be done to aid race tracks, if 
they are to keep going, and the wire service better 
contribute its part. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE thinks the wire service could 
best contribute its part by closing up. It is our 
opinion that if the service is not voluntarily sus- 
pended it will be put out of business by the people 
of the United States. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company more 
than 30 years ago did away with its Racing De- 
partment—which is to say poolroom service— 
because of the public state of mind against it. 
The service, now owned by individuals who have 
headquarters in Chicago, has been built up on 
wires leased from telephone and telegraph com- 
panies. These companies may soon find them- 
selves involved with the new Federal Communi- 
cations Commission because of the fact that what 
goes over the wires from the race tracks to the 
poolrooms and handbooks is for gambling pur- 
poses in violation of state laws. 

And in the sports section of the Chicago Sun- 
day Tribune, at the close of the Arlington Park 
meeting, we read that the management announces 
that all of the stakes will be renewed next year, 
“despite a season which found both the attend- 
ance and the betting slightly lower than usual.” 
Then an official of the Arlington Park Jockey 
Club is quoted as having said: 


If 5.000 handbooks continue to operate in Chicago, 
our Chicago race tracks cannot offer anything but 
“bush” racing in the future. However, I am sure the 
Situation will be different next year. We are a bit 
disappointed in the response to the programs we have 


offered this season. 

We feel sure, too, the situation will be different 
next year. We do not believe that the solid peo- 
ple of the breeding industry and the sport of rac-

ing will not rise and put a stop to the racketeer- 
ing that has been permitted to flourish all too 
long. 

As the old-timers used to say: Drive the rascals 
out.

Changing Scenes 


ITH the closing of the Empire City meeting 

at Yonkers on Saturday last, the trek of 
Metropolitan Turfdom to Saratoga was definitely 
on. The Saratoga Association opened its meet- 
ing at the historic Spa course on Monday of this 
week and will continue until September 1. The 
annual yearling sales are a big feature of the 
Saratoga season. They begin on August 7, as 
per schedule in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
Belmont Park opens on Labor Day, September 3, 
and for all of two months the sport will obtain 
at Greater New York tracks. In the Chicago 
area, Arlington Park closed on Saturday and 
Hawthorne opened Monday. In New England, 
the scene shifts from Rockingham Park, which 
closed Saturday, to the new Narragansett Park, 
at Pawtucket, R. I., which is opening Wednesday 
of this week. Some money was made at each of 
the New York tracks this spring and summer. 
Rockingham Park, under Lou Smith’s manage- 
ment, had another big season, its best, and the 
prospects for a big success at the new Rhode 
Island point are said to be very bright. The situa- 
tion at Chicago is somewhat dismal. If Haw- 
thorne does not do well, there is little likelihood 
that the tracks to come after will be able to show 
profits on their meetings. Too many poolrooms 
and handbooks and too much “service’’ at Chi- 
cago, as elsewhere in the land.

Americans Blunder 


ROM a bed in The Cottage Hospital, Santa 

Barbara, Calif., Dr. W. H. B. Medd, widely 
known veterinarian, tells us he thinks we were “a 
bit rough on Canadians,’’ when in the July 21 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE we employed the head- 
line “Canadians Blunder.’’ Perhaps we should 
have said “Two Canadians Blunder.” However, 
be that as it may, we must take cognizance of 
Dr. Medd’s further expression: “I think a more 
appropriate heading would have been ‘Americans 
Blunder,’ as they certainly do in allowing people 
from the other side of the border to come and do 
things to gullible Americans."’ Dr. Medd is quite 
right. The blunder, in the first instance, was 
mide at Albany. The lawmakers left an opening 
in the new law, which the State Racing Commis- 
sion was not able to close when the two Canadian 
promoters sought entrance into New York racing. 
Those two Canadians, however, blundered when 
they broke faith with the Commission and vio- 
lated the New York racing law. 
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PEDIGREE POINTS 


READER suggests that there is one point 

in connection with the inheritance of coat 
color which I did not make sufficiently clear in 
my previous notes on this subject. He writes: 

I am afraid that a reader in noting that a horse was 
a dominant bay, for example, would think that *Sir 
Gallahad III (for example again) would never sire any- 
thing but a bay horse. I may be wrong, but it is my 
opinion that when we speak of a dominant bay, or any 
other color, we mean that horse himself has nothing 
but a bay quality to transmit, and that so long as he 
is bred to a mnare that has color characteristics recessive 
to bay, nothing but bays will result. However, if this 
dominant bay is bred to a horse that has only black 
or grey to transmit, then we will have either a black 
or a grey.... 

We know if we breed two chestnuts we will always 
get chestnuts. In other words, chestnut is the wash- 
out color, and is the least dominant of all, or it is 
entirely recessive. For instance, however, if we breed 
a dominant bay to a dominant grey, we would get 
greys. These are my ideas, and [ believe they are right 
in general. One thing that prompted me to speak of 
this, was the fact that I was told that someone took 
a yearling to Saratoga which was supposed to be by a 
dominant bay stallion, The yearling was a grey. No- 
body believed that the yearling was by the bay stallion, 
and the sale was a distinct disappointment. 

My idea is that a bay bred to a horse, say, a black, 
whose other color characteristic is grey, would pro- 
duce a black or grey, depending on which atom mated. 
On the other hand, the dominant bay, bred to a grey 
whose color characteristic was bay, dun or chestnut, 
might get a grey or a bay. 

This is correct, for the most part. Ordinarily 
when I refer to such-and-such a stallion as a pure 
dominant for bay or brown coat color I do not 
take the trouble to speak of a grey as an ex- 
ception. Greyness is really not a color. It is 
the result of a factor which prevents color (pig- 
ment) from getting into some of the hairs which 
make up the horse’s coat. It takes precedence 
over any color in the scale of dominance and 
recessiveness. 

If the determining factor for greyness makes 
its appearance in the cell union from which the 
embryo is started, the foal will be grey, regard- 
less of what other factor is present. Neither 
*“Wrack nor *Sir Gallahad III has ever had a 
grey foal, as far as I know, but if either of them 
is bred to a number of grey mares, a few grey 
foals are almost certain to result. 

In one particular however, the reader appears 
to have a mistaken notion. He speaks of mating 
a dominant bay with a black ‘whose other color 
characteristic is grey’? and says such a mating 
would produce a black or grey. There is no such 
thing as a black whose other color characteristic 
is grey. If the factor for greyness had been 
present at all the horse would have been grey. 
Greyness is never recessive. That is the reason 
there is no grey horse without at least one grey 
parent. The factor for greyness can not be hid- 
den. This is the same phenomenon that is ap- 
parent in the inheritance of bay and chestnut 
tactors. If we eliminate greyness from consider- 
ation, there can be no bay, brown or black horse 
which does not have at least one bay, brown or 
black parent. That is, the bay factor is never 
hidden beneath a chestnut coat color. 

The pure dominant bay is a horse which will 
produce only bays (brown and black included) 
whenever mated with horses of any color. The 
fact that he is a pure dominant bay does not 
mean that he will invariably get bay foals from 
grey mares, for bay, which is dominant to other 
colors, is recessive to greyness. 

The pure dominant grey horse (i.e., one whose 
offspring are all greys) is a rarity. For a horse, 
to be a pure dominant grey, must have two grey

parents, and must have received a grey coat 
factor from each of them. It simply happens that 
greys are so few that there are not many matings 
involving two such parents. There is now a 3- 
year“old colt called Silver Sun which is by the 
grey *Kiev out of the grey “Sally N. Both his 
parents are impure dominants, that is, either of 
them could produce either grey or not-grey off- 
spring. As a matter of fact, Silver Sun has a 
2-year-old brother, Prince Kiev, which is a bay. 
But Silver Sun himself may (one chance in four) 
have received grey factors from both his parents, 
and if this is true he would prove to be a pure 
dominant for greyness if placed in the stud. 
Just now I do not know of any stallion which is 
a pure dominant for greyness.

FTER dusting off some antiquated rules of 

racing, the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion turned its attention to other reforms and is 
bringing pressure to bear against the starting of 
horses with limb and wind infirmities likely to 
prevent their giving an unsuspecting public a 
true run for its money. Three-legged and one- 
lunged platers must move to other parts. New 
York’s Commission, with H. B. Swope and J. H. 
Whitney its active members, yields to none in 
ability, speedily rectifying their one error of 
granting the Onondaga Association a license. 
Chairman Swope, distinguished as a newspaper- 
man, and Mr. Whitney are cooperating fully with 
the press, going so far as to have a daily bulletin 
of the Commission’s activities distributed among 
Turf writers.

Cavalcade 

AVALCADE will have a host of backers to 

succeed in the Travers Stakes where other 
3-year-old champions, such as Spendthrift, Joe 
Cotton, Reigh Count and Gallant Fox failed. The 
best horse in the world can be beaten over that 
Saratoga race track. The Travers is expected to 
prove the deciding issue between Cavalcade and 
Peace Chance, as it was when Gallant Fox and 
Whichone squared off. Around the Whitney barn, 
they still believe Whichone was going to whip “the 
Fox,”’ but for going wrong when he seemed to 
have wrested command from *Sir Gallahad III's 
son at the top of the stretch. Just to prove any- 
thing can happen in racing, Jim Dandy, a well- 
trained mudder, ran over both to win by daylight, 
at 100-1. Cavalcade isn’t invincible.

Equipoise 
S. VOSBURGH believes one or both of two 

« things—-that Equipoise has slipped, or his 
competition is keener than in 1933. Last year, 
Mr. Vosburgh asked the incomparable chestnut 
to take up 139 pounds in the Saratoga Handicap 
—and he was overnight favorite, at odds-on, to 
take that weight plus a three-pound penalty and 
win. He reneged because of a hoof infirmity. 
This year Mr. Vosburgh, still of the opinion that 
Equipoise is top horse, asks him to carry only 
132 in that stakes. He is training soundly, but 
will hardly be ready.

Senator Dun- 
nigan at Albany advised Old Rosebud that both 
trots and hunts would be freed of the tax in re- 
vising the measure.

HE next major track to be built in New York 

State probably will be located near Buffalo.

There is a belief also that one 
or two tax-ridden tracks in the Metropolitan area 
may give way to a new, modern one farther out 
on Long Island or up Westchester way if and 
when the tote is legalized.

J. TRANTER declines to estimate the up- 
e trend he expects in the general average for 
Saratoga yearlings next month, but states there 
will be an increase. The activities of the halter- 
men indicate that Thoroughbreds now are sound 
investments, though haltermen do not buy year- 
lings. In fact, this gentry has been so active all 
over the country this season that those trainers 
who want their owners to keep their horses are 
displaying a reluctance to hazard running. There 
has never been an entirely satisfactory claiming 
rule. High purse minimums and low claiming

ARLINGTON PARK TO HAWTHORNE 


RLINGTON PARK’S 30-day meeting came 

to a close Saturday, July 28, in a program 
featured by the third running of the Arlington 
Futurity, previously won by Ladysman and Far 
Star, which went to Norman W. Church’s Toro 
Nancy in the day’s most surprising upset. The 
supporting feature, the six-furlong Blackstone 
Handicap, was won by C. V. Whitney’s Clotho, 
which carried 110 pounds to win over Gift of 
Roses and Blessed Event. A crowd estimated at 
about 20,000 attended the final day, the third 
largest attendance of the meeting. It wagered 
more than $400,000. The mid-week feature was 
the Fort Sheridan Handicap, won by Hal Price 
Headley’s Big Beau. 

The Arlington Park management turns its 
profits back into the sport, but this year it 
probably had no profits to turn back. Chicago 
racing is having a bad season. 

On Monday, July 30, the center of Illinois rac- 
ing shifted to the Hawthorne track, where 30 
days of racing began, the opening feature being 
the $1,200 Berwyn Handicap, for 3-year-olds, at 
six furlongs. The race went to the Corsicana 
Stable’s Bien Fait (114). A supporting purse, 
the Roosevelt Road Purse, was won by the Aud- 
ley Farm Stable’s Gallant Mace. 

An innovation at the Hawthorne track this 
season is the complete absorption of all taxes, 
a flat $1 grandstand admission being charged. 
The infra-red ray timing device was used at 
Hawthorne July 30 for the first time in America. 
Stewards for the meeting are C. J. Fitz Gerald, 
Francis Dunne and C. W. Hay. Construction of 
a new paddock beneath the grandstand, replacing 
the infield paddock of last year, and the building 
of new stables are among the most important 
physical changes in the Illinois track. Failure 
of other Chicago tracks this season to make 
profits has made the Hawthorne management 
wary of big expenditures, consequently the Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup ($25,000 added) and other valu- 
able fixtures have been discontinued. The best 
offerings are overnight handicaps ranging up to 
$2,000 in value. 


TORO NANCY’S SURPRISE 

The second successive upset in Arlington Park 
stakes races was scored by the stable of Norman 
W. Church, whose Riskulus won the Arlington 
Handicap July 21 at 8 to 1, when Toro Nancy 
(112), a maiden filly by the now dead Toro, won 
the third running of the Arlington Futurity 
($25,000 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) July 
28, leading Elmer Dale Shaffer's St. Bernard, a 
*Bull Dog——*Eager Cissy colt, by half a length in 
the richest stakes race run this year. A crowd of 
20,000 backed St. Bernard (119) and the Rook- 
wood Farm Stable’s Albuquerque (117) into 
heavy favoritism, with an American Flag——Nellie 
Morse filly, the Calumet Farm Stable’s previously 
unbeaten Nellie Flag, as third choice, and the 
winner, fifth choice in the betting, went to post 
at 15 to 1. Jockey Bobby Jones, who had ridden 
Ladysman to victory in the first running of the 
event, had Toro Nancy away swiftly, but the filly 
could not match the early speed of Albuquerque, 
and the *Monk’s Way-—Pleasure gelding rushed 
to the front, blazing the first quarter in 2235 
seconds. C. V. Whitney’s Today (117), a Which- 
one—*Afternoon colt, was hustled into third 
place, a length in front of St. Bernard. Approach- 


ing the stretch, Albuquerque began to come back, 
and Toro Nancy sprinted rapidly into a two- 
length lead. Jockey Don Meade drove St. Ber- 
nard through a gap on the rail and began cutting 
into the winner’s advantage, while the Brook- 
meade Stable’s Special Agent (117), a colt by 
*Sir Gallahad III—Malvina B., charged on the 
two leaders. The last furlong found the Toro 
filly tiring, but Jockey Jones’ drive held her a 
half-length ahead of St. Bernard, which was also 
slowing up after the punishing speed of the first 
stages. Special Agent, running fastest through 
the stretch, failed by a nose to reach second posi- 
tion, but held a half-length advantage over To- 
day. Preeminent (117) the Supremus—Star 
Class Headley hope, was four lengths farther 
back, with Prince Splendor (117), Nellie Flag 


(114), Albuquerque, Gallaclay (117), and Good 
Gamble (114) trailing in order. Time, :22%, 
14634, 1:1214, track fast. Stakes division, $41,725, 


$7,000, $3,000, $1,500; to N. W. Church as breeder 
of the winner, $2,000; to Coldstream Stud as 
breeder of the second, $1,000; to Robert A. Fair- 
bairn as 3 breeder of the third, $500.

The Futurity was Toro Nancy's third start. 
She had finished second in her two previous races, 
the second of which was the Arlington Lassie 
Stakes, won by Motto. Toro Nancy has now 
earned a total of $44,325. Toro, which was pur- 
chased by Mr. Church for $50,000 (not $800, as 
stated by French Lane in the Chicago Tribune 
last Sunday) after he had broken down badly in 
the Arlington Handicap July 26, 1930, was win- 
ner of $142,530. Toro Nancy is one of his first 
crop of foals. He died after two seasons in the 
stud. Viva America won 17 races, including 
Kentucky Oaks, Clipsetta, Edenwold Stakes, 
Phoenix Hotel Handicap, and is also dam of the 
winner Jim Bethel. She has had three other foals. 
Pink Rose won, and produced the winners Maga- 
zine (winner of 39 races, including Fleetwing 
Handicap twice), Rosturtium (Calhoun Stakes), 
McGee's Pink, Hopeful, Wilson the Great, Yellow 
Flower, Sheriff Foley and the producer Debon- 
aire. Daisy Rose was dam of the winners Fly- 
back and J. R. Laughrey, and the producer Miss 
McMeekin. 


ARLINGTON STAKES RENEWALS 


According to an announcement made by John 
Hertz, chairman of the executive committee of 
the Arlington Park Jockey Club, the Arlington 
Futurity and the Arlington Lassie Stakes will be 
renewed at the 1935 meeting of the club. The 
Futurity will carry an added value of $20,000, 
the Lassie $10,000. Nominations will close Wed- 
nesday September 5. Next year will mark the 
fourth running of the Futurity, which developed 
out of the Post and Paddock Stakes, and the 
seventh running of the Lassie Stakes. Conditions 


for the Futurity call for a first subscription of 
$10, second payment of $35, due January 15, third 
payment of $50, due May 15, $1,000 to start. It 
is open to geldings as well as to colts and fillies. 
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WASHINGTON 
LONGACRES 
UNDAY, July 22, the twenty-second day of 
racing at Longacres, saw records both for at- 
tendance and for wagering broken. A crowd of 
17,000 assembled to see the running of the Valley 
Cities Handicap, in which the Meadowbrook Sta- 
ble’s Marceita defeated a field of six other handi- 
cap horses by cutting a second off the previous 
track record. That day $82,362 went through the 
mutuel machines, $13,000 better than any previ- 
ous day, and brought the total wagered in the 
first 22 days to over $1,000,000. Other features 
of the week were the Martha Washington Handi- 
cap, run on Ladies Day, July 20, and won by 
George Drumbheller’s Linden Tree, and the $500 
Expectation Handicap in which the Vine Hill 
Farm’s Glodazz scored a one-length victory over 
six other 2-year-olds, on July 21. 

July 22 marked the inauguration of a series of 
races at long distances, the first being a mile and 
one-half event for 3-year-olds and up, called the 
First Marathon Trial. Opium, a 4-year-old be- 
longing to C. Rothwell, won in a driving finish, 
holding a head lead over G. B. Towne’s Mrs. Let, 
which had led for the first mile and a quarter. 
Jockey Leischman rode the winner and set a track 
mark of 2:31%5. The track management proposes 
to card one long race on each Saturday, gradually 
increasing the distance, until the Marathon cham- 
pionship is run off Sunday, August 26, at a dis- 
tance of two miles. 

FIRST STAKES FOR MARCEITA 

The Meadowbrook Stable’s Marceita (3-y-o, 
113), which has not been out of the money in her 
last 10 starts, accounted for the first stakes race 
of her career by winning the Valley Cities Handi- 
cap ($1,000 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 1 1-16 
miles) at Longacres July 22. Making her first 
start at the Washington track, the *Bistouri filly 
went the distance in 1:43'5 to establish a new 
track record and to nose out Don Grant’s Trom- 
bone (113). Third, six lengths behind the lead- 
ing pair, was the 8-year-old Listo (118), former 
holder of the track record for the distance, run- 
ning under the colors of C. McDonough. Fairy 
Street (91), Seth’s Hope (104), Beeson (100) 
and Madwind (110), the rest of the field, finished 
in that order. Jockey Leischman, who had ridden 
Opium to establish a track mark for one and one- 
half miles in the previous event, rated the filly 
along in fourth place for the first six furlongs, 
moved up gradually on the pace-setting Trom- 
bone and outrode Jockey Longden to win by the 
narrow margin of a nose. Time, :24, :47%, 1:12, 
1:3715, 1:4314, track fast. Stakes division, $740, 
$300, $100, $25. The winner’s sire, *Bistouri, also 
sired Frisky Matron, the winner of the Inaugural 
and the Speed Handicaps of the current meeting.

MARYLAND STAKES 

HREE stakes carrying added values of $10,000 

were announced by General Manager Edward 

Burke for the fall meeting at Havre de Grace 
under control of the Harford Agricultural and 
Breeders’ Association. The stakes are: The Poto- 
mac Handicap, one and one-sixteenth miles, for 
3-year-olds, September 15; the Eastern Shore 
Handicap, six furlongs, for 2-year-olds, Septem- 
ber 22; and the Havre de Grace Handicap, one 
and one-eighth miles, for 3-year-olds and upward, 
September 29. Entries for these stakes will close 
September 3. The meeting, which will include 13 
days of racing, will run from September 15 to 
September 29 inclusive. 
STABLES BURNED AT BOWIE 

A fire believed to have been caused by spon- 
taneous combustion destroyed a feed store, three 
stables, the trainers’ house and several minor 
buildings at Bowie July 25, causing about $25,000 
damage. Firemen extinguished the blaze be- 
fore track or grandstand could be seriously dam- 
aged. The Bowie track, not being in operation, 
had only a few horses quartered there, and none 
of these was injured. The fire was the second in 
as many days at Eastern race courses, $100,000 
damage having been done at Rockingham Park 
the day before. 


CANADA 


STRIKE AVERTED AT NIAGARA FALLS 


N unexpected holdout on the part of horsemen 

. at Stamford Park threatened difficulties for 
Belleville Driving and Athletic Association July 
25, but an increase in purse values produced an 
amicable settlement. Horsemen had been advised 
of the purse values, so that the impending strike 
came unexpectedly. A petition was made to the 
Association, on the ground that patronage and 
mutuel handle warranted the increase, and after 
horsemen had failed to make entries for the races 
of July 26, directors offered a compromise in- 
creasing some purses to $500, others to remain at 
$400. Horsemen accepted the compromise, Thurs- 
day’s races were run. 


MASSACHUSETTS 

AUGUSTUS GODWIN KILLED IN FALL 

UGUSTUS GODWIN, 61, widely known polo 

player, gentleman rider, hunter, trainer, and 
racing owner, was killed at his Brackenside estate 
at Hamilton, Mass., July 24, when Blackmail, 
which he was riding on his customary morning ex- 
ercise jaunt, reared and fell back on him. He was 
one of the founders of the Eastern Horse Club, and 
had served as its president for many years. He 
was also a prime mover in the enactment of fa- 
vorable racing legislation and in proposals for 
Massachusetts tracks. *Land Boy, an outstand- 
ing jumper, and Marlbro were among the horses 
he had raced. 
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NEW YORK 


SARATOGA OPENS 


MPIRE CITY’S 21 days of racing came to a 

favorable close July 28, with a program fea- 
tured by the $2,500 added East View Stakes, won 
by Charles Knebelkamp’s Below Zero over a slop- 
py track. Although not offering outstanding 
cards, the meeting was the most successful in 
the history of the Empire City Racing Associa- 
tion, and, like meetings at other New York 
tracks, showed a tremendous increase both in at- 
tendance and revenue. Crowds for the meeting 
averaged more than 6,000, and the closing day, 
despite unfavorable weather, brought out about 
10,000. Some increase in purse values was shown, 
the Yonkers Handicap and East View Stakes be- 
ing raised from $2,000 guaranteed to $2,500 
added, while the Empire City Handicap, also 
$2,000 guaranteed last year, was run for $5,000 
added. The Empire City Derby was not run in 
1934, the management evidently not feeling itself 
in a position to attract the better 3-year-olds, 
but the Knickerbocker Handicap, allowed to drop 
last year, was revived this season for its twenty- 
third running. 

On Monday, July 30, interest in New York rac- 
ing shifted to the 30-day meeting opening at 
famed Saratoga Springs. A crowd of 10,000 as- 
sembled on opening day, when two stakes events 
provided the features. The first, the Flash Stakes 
for 2-year-olds, was won by William Woodward’s 
Pitter Pat in a fine finish which saw the Fair 
Fields Stable’s Try Sympathy meet his first re- 
versal in five starts. The American Legion Han- 
dicap, run as the fifth race, found the Greentree 
Stable’s Black Buddy in the lead at the end of 
the seven furlongs. Newspapermen estimated 
the day’s betting at $500,000. With reports of 
sizeable increases in racing attendance and track 
profits, and with the largest first-day crowd of 
years, the Saratoga meeting, which will distribute 
more than $300,000 in purses, began with every 
auspice of success. The yearling sales which be- 
gin August 8 are also expected to show a con- 
siderable advance. 


BELOW ZERO WINS 

Tryster, which sired this year’s Hyde Park 
Stakes winner, Try Sympathy, sent another 2- 
year-old stakes winner to the post in the East 
View Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, five and 
three-quarters furlongs) at Empire City July 28. 
C. H. Knebelkamp’s Below Zero (107) found the 
muddy going of the New York track to her liking, 
and opened up an early lead which the favorite, 
J. H. Louchheim’s Morpluck (110), was never 
able to threaten, and was going handily at the 
end, three lengths © in front of the Morvich colt.

PITTER PAT WINS FL. ASH STAKES 


When Ruth Law foaled the winner Fly High in 
1919, she began a remarkable career as a brood- 
mare. In 13 years in the stud of H. P. and (later) 
C. V. Whitney she produced 12 live foals, all of 
which won, five of which won stakes races. In 
November, 1931, the fine old producer, in foal to 
Pennant, was sold to William Woodward for 
$1,700. In 1932 she foaled a chestnut colt, her 
thirteenth offspring, own brother to the stakes 
winners True Flier and Gyro. At Saratoga July 
30 this foal, now named Pitter Pat and racing 
under the colors of Mr. Woodward’s Belair Stud 
Stable, proved the sixth stakes victor for the 
Broomstick mare when he overtook the Fair 
Fields Stable’s Try Sympathy (125), winner of 
three successive stakes, in the stretch to win the 
Flash Stakes ($3,500 guaranteed, 2-year-olds, 
five and one-half furlongs) by a short nose. The 
Tryster colt had led at every post, with Pitter Pat 
in close attendance, but could not withstand the 
Pennant juvenile when Jockey Stout took his 
mount to the outside and charged on the leader. 
The winner carried 110 pounds. The Catawba 
Farm’s entry of Supreme Court (110) and Polar 
Flight (110) finished third and fourth, five 
lengths behind Try Sympathy, and were followed 
in order by Cheshire (113), the Vanderbilt entry 
of Bright Banner (113) and Bachelor Dinner 
(113), Old Story (110), Cake Walker (113) and 
Ted Husing (113). Time, :2336, :473, 1:063, 
track fast. _ Stakes division, $2, 525, $600, $300.

Pitter Pat had made one previous start, hi 
ing second in a maiden race April 21. He has 
earned $2,650. Ruth Law won at two, and in 15 
years in the stud, has produced 13 foals of racing 
age, all winners, and including five other stakes 
winners, True Flier, Croyden, Byrd, Crazy Coot, 
and Gyro. 


BLACK BUDDY IMPROVED 


The Greentree Stable’s Black Buddy (117), 
which last year began his juvenile season bril- 
liantly with three straight victories, including 
the Juvenile and National Stallion Stakes, and 
then met defeat in 10 successive starts, returned 
to something of his earlier form when he gave 
weight by scale to the four other entries in the 
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American Legion Handicap ($2,000 added and 
plate, 3-year-olds and upward, seven furlongs) at 
Saratoga July 30, and won by a length and a half 
from A. C. Schwartz’s Gay Monarch (111), and 
Mrs. J. H. Whitney's Singing Wood (116). Con- 
trary to the handicapper’s estimate of the Bud 
Lerner colt’s ability, the racegoers at Saratoga 
made him fourth choice at 8 to 1 in the five-horse 
field. The winner made the early pace, dropped 
into second place when Singing Wood made his 
run in the sixth furlong, then came again to 
draw out to a safe lead. Gay Monarch, another 
*Royal Minstrel colt, finished well to beat Sing- 
ing Wood for second place.

Star Puss is also dam of the winner Kitty Cat. 
Star Jasmine won 26 races and produced five 
winners. 


BELMONT VALUES INCREASED 


Values of seven of the nine stakes events to 
be run at the Westchester Racing Association 
meeting this autumn have been increased in 
value from $1,000 to $3,500, according to an an- 
nouncement made July 30 by John Hay Whitney, 
vice-president of the association. The move, 
which adds a total of $11,500 to the Belmont 
Park stakes values, seems to be the first result of 
the New York Racing Commission’s recently an- 
nounced attempt to raise New York stakes 
values this year as the result of increased attend- 
ance and revenue at Empire State tracks. In 
1933, $11,000 was cut from the list of late clos- 
ing events, and earlier announcement of this 
fall’s events indicated that but $3,000 was being 
restored. The present increase will make this 
year’s values $3,500 greater than those of 1932. 
The list of increased stakes, all closing Satur- 
day, August 4, are: 

Manhattan Handicap, 3-year-olds and up, 112 miles, in- 
creased from $2,500 to $5,000. 

Jerome Handicap, 3-year-olds, one mile, increased from 
$1,500 to $5,000. 

Fall Highweight Handicap, all ages, six furlongs, 

Widener Course, increased from $1,500 to $3,000. 
Ladies’ Handicap, all ages, fillies and mares, one mile, 

increased from $1,500 to $2,500. 

Champagne Stakes, 2-year-olds, 612 furlongs, Widener 

Course, increased from $1,500 to $3,000. 

Grand National Steeplechase Handicap, 4-year-olds and 
up, about 214 miles, increased from $5,000 to $6,000. 
Brook Steeplechase Handicap, 3-vear-olds and up, about 

two miles, increased from $2,000 to $3,000. 


MATERIAL INCREASES 


The State Racing Commission has issued a 
statement showing the statistics of racing at 
Jamaica, Belmont and Aqueduct, the first three 
meetings held under the new order. This state- 


ment shows that the three courses had receipts 
of $1,292,327, as against a total of $500,174 for 
the corresponding meetings last year. The at- 
tendance figures show a gain of practically 100 
per cent, while the increase in purses was almost 
$150,000. The revenue for the state was a few 
dollars under $130,000, whereas, under the oral 
betting of previous years, there was no tax accru- 
ing to the state. 

Belmont Park naturally led in attendance 
figures, with a total of 184,414 persons present, 
as against 83,343 last year. Also it led in money 
distributed in purses with a total of $289,995. 

“These figures mean,” says the Commission 
statement, ‘just as much to the general public, 
as to the horsemen. It signifies that as time goes 
on under the new dispensation, owners of the 
best horses will be more and more encouraged to 
race in New York and that the public will not 
only see great sport, but get the finest run for 
its money in the world.”

SPILL AT EMPIRE CITY 


The most serious mishap of the current New 
York racing season occurred at Empire City 
July 25 when four horses went down in the 
muddy going during the fifth race of that day. 
As the field of 12 rounded the stretch turn, 
Hoosic Maid, ridden by T. Luther, lost her foot- 
ing and fell. Dame Fortune, with C. Rainey up, 
Fizzy Water, ridden by J. Jacobs, and Miss Al- 
phonso, ridden by J. Battista, fell over her. None 
of the four horses was injured, but three jockeys 
were unconscious when attendants reached them. 
Luther and Jacobs were taken to St. John’s 
Hospital, where Luther was found to have suf- 
fered a concussion of the brain, and Jacobs to 
have sustained a broken nose and and a bad 
shaking up. Jockey Rainey, except for a shaking 
up, received no injuries, and was treated at the 
track, while Battista was able to ride in the 
sixth race. 


NEW YORK PURSES 

Because of the pickup in attendance at New 
York tracks this year, and the revenue accruing 
from the licenses granted to bookmakers under 
New York’s recent betting legislation, the New 
York Racing Commission is sponsoring a move 
to encourage racing associations in that state to 
increase the value of all stakes. The Commis- 
sion believes that more attractive features are 
witHin the means of New York tracks, and will 
help to keep the highest grade of horses in New 
York.

At the farm 
they commend her for her intelligence, her splen- 
did disposition, her unusual good health, her 
“good doing” and her display of speed in the 
pasture. “She is far and away the best foal her 
dam has had,” said Mr. Davis, remembering, of 
course, that Burgoo King had won the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness Stakes. The Bogie filly is 
also a good individual, but nothing like as at- 
tractive as the Minawand filly. The other year- 
ling is the brother to Tick On, Tickery Tock, 
Mabla and Watch Her. He is the property of 
Loma Stable (Mrs. L. G. Kauffman) and should 
be, doubtless will be, one of the tops of the sales 
season. Mr. Davis keeps a record of the per- 
formances of horses foaled at his farm, and he 
commented on Monday that “thus far this year, 
40 horses from this farm have won.” That’s a 
good record. 


HARRIE B. SCOTT’S CONSIGNMENT 

Someone asked Harrie B. Scott the other day 
why he had included three fillies in his consign- 
ment of seven yearlings to be sold at Saratoga, 
Friday, August 17. “Because, in the first place, 
they are good individuals and look like they will 
race to win,” said he, “in the second place, they 
are bred to make first class broodmares, and in 
the third place, I understand, the ratio of colts 
to fillies at Saratoga this year will be about three 
to two.”” Mr. Scott’s reasoning is good. There are 
two daughters of Crusader and one of American 
Flag, each having good dams, in the consign- 
ment. The daughters of *Star Shoot have made 
good and the daughters of Man o’ War are mak- 
ing good. Crusader is a son of Man o’ War from 
a daughter of *Star Shoot. Mr. Scott is sending 
two sons of *Golden Broom and two of Mars. The 
colt out of Josie A. is bred like Polydor. The 


gelding out of Playing High has an excellent 
mare for his dam. The colt out of Polly Pledge 
is an extra good individual, as is also the gelding 
out of Marble Top, by Marble, son of Ballot from 
Tiffany Blend, by Cesarion. 


HAL PRICE HEADLEY’S ONE 

When a representative of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
asked Hal Price Headley why it is that he is send- 
ing only one yearling from his Beaumont Farm 
to the Saratoga sales this year, he replied: “I did 
not have any others that I considered good 
enough for that market. This colt by *Sickle out 
of Summit (dam of Topple, Maharanee and Up- 
permost), by Ultimus out of *Torpenhow (dam 
of How High, Dare Say, War Club, Herd Girl, On 
Tap and Very High), by Torpoint, is one of the 
best individuals I ever raised on Beaumont Farm, 
and I am expecting him to bring a good price.” 


KEENE WITHDRAWS FOUR 

J. O. Keene last week withdrew his consign- 
ment of four from the Saratoga sales. They 
comprised three sons of Chance Play and a brown 
filly by Whichone out of Alice Blue Gown. The 
filly is one of the best seen in Kentucky in a long 
time and it was Mr. Keene’s desire to train her 
that caused him to decide not to send any of them 
to Saratoga. The four will be broken along with 
six others at Keeneland Stud Farm. 


THE PIATT YEARLINGS 

Thomas Piatt is sending six colts and six fillies 
from his Brookdale Farm, Lexington, and his son, 
Thomas Carr Piatt, is sending two colts and two 
fillies from Crestwood Farm, adjoining Brook- 
dale. From these two farms for some 20 years 
there has been sent annually to the sales a band 
of excellent yearlings. During the life of John D. 
Carr it was the custom to sell them in the firm 
name of Carr and Piatt. No statistics on the 
number of winners produced at these two farms 
are at hand, but the number runs well into the 
hundreds. The 16 youngsters going to Saratoga 
on August 7 for sale on August 14 have been 
picked from approximately 40 head, and they are 
perhaps the best-looking consignment thus far 
offered by Mr. Piatt and his son. A representa- 
tive of THE BLOOD-HORSE saw these yearlings 
Monday of this week and it was his impression 
that the *Maskelinda colt, a strapping chestnut 
half-brother to Charles J., will undoubtedly bring 
one of the 10 highest prices at the sales. This 
is a wonderfully made, big-boned, beautifully 
muscled, speedy-looking horse. His third dam 
was the great mare Maskette which was sold by 
James R. Keene to William K. Vanderbilt and 
was sent to France after her racing triumphs in 
this country. It will be hard indeed to fault this 
colt. Another grand individual, very like Trans- 
mute in appearance, is the son of The Vengeance 
in young Thomas Piatt’s consignment. Good 
judges are highly attracted by the Whichone— 
Dustaway colt. This fellow was foaled in France, 
the property of Victor Emanuel, and was pur- 
chased at the side of his dam as a suckling by Mr. 
Piatt. The Joan Marie colt is very flashy and 
leaves the impression that he will run. However, 
it will be well to give him time, since he is a son 
of Vito and that goes with the tribe. The Set 
Fast colt is suggestive of speed. The Helen T. 
colt has plenty of range and is a game-looking 
individual. Merry Jane colt is well made and 
smoother than Chance Plays usually are. *Bobbed 
Bandit’s son is a good big colt, sure to run. The 
Anglum Maid filly has much character and will 
train stoutly. Patsy Lee’s filly is quick; she sug- 
gests Miami. *Humanitarian’s filly is very 
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smooth, a good individual. Saro’s filly is keen- 
looking, quite smooth, and has much quality. 
Lady Burrows’ filly is racy looking and of a good 
broodmare type, as is also Watchola’s filly. The 
Billie Dove filly, a January foal, is very robust 
and highly attractive. The Lady Davis filly is 
well made and stands low to the ground. 


BOSQUE BONITA FARM 

John H. Morris, veteran of many years as a 
breeder, owner and trainer of Thoroughbreds, is 
sending to Saratoga from his famous Bosque 
Bonita Stud in Woodford County, Ky., the best 
crop of yearlings he has ever produced there. A 
representative of THE BLOOD-HORSE hazarded that 
opinion after looking over the youngsters Mon- 
day of this week, and Mr. Morris confirmed it. 

There are several of the group which give 
promise of high class when their racing days 
arrive. The Byrd—Innis Morris colt, a rich chest- 
nut, with a wine-glass-shaped mark in his fore- 
head, will probably prove himself the best-look- 
ing son of Byrd ever to appear in a sales ring. 
He has a classic head and neck, well defined 
withers, deep shoulder, a stout middle, short 
back and strong hindquarters. The bay colt by 
Galetian—Mollie R. is extremely strong and well 
advanced toward maturity. He has a deep body, 
good high withers, a well set neck and sensible 
head, close-forked fore legs, and good bone. The 
two *Epinard colts should sell well, in view of 
the fact that *Epinard is now represented by 
some of the best racers in France. Of the two, 
the chestnut son of Mollie King probably will 
draw most attention. He is of the little-but-all- 
horse type. He is close to the ground, with a 
long, deep body, short back, deep shoulder, good 
head and neck, a stout rump running down into 
well muscled gaskins. He forks, wide, and ap- 
pears to have better bone than anything else in 
the consignment. As a prospect for an oil-burn- 
ing speedster this colt has all it takes. The other 
*Epinard, out of Damoris, is a more showy-look- 
ing individual, with a splendid carriage and 
grand head. He is smooth and evenly turned and 
should grow into a good-sized and handsome 
racer. Most promising of the fillies is the daugh- 
ter of the dead Broadway Jones and Anquince. 
She is a beautiful type, feminine down to the 
toes, with a grand head, big ears, well developed 
withers, good clean legs, well forked, and a good 
deep middle-piece. Another good filly is by 
Bostonian—Princess Margaret. She is of good 
size, finely made, and may have-a bit of class. 
This is one of the best-looking fillies yet sired by 
the sire of Fiji. A brown filly by *Bull Dog 
Omar-Flo is medium-sized and quick-looking. 


SCOTLAND FARM 

Col. C. W. (Timmie) Hay is sending from his 
Scotland Farm at Frankfort, Ky., five colts by his 
young stallion Judge Hay, a very fast horse a few 
seasons ago. Judge Hay’s first crop, comprising 
five registered foals, are now 2-year-olds. He is 
a strapping big son of Peter Pan and Elizabeth 
M. (a 100 per cent broodmare), by Jack Atkin, 
second dam Little Indian (dam of Little Scout 
and half-sister to Myrtle Harkness), by Hanover, 
third dam Pappoose (sister to Parole). The pres- 
ent crop of yearlings should do something to give 
him a reputation as a sire. Attention at Sara- 
toga probably will be divided chiefly between the 
Genie Crit colt and the half-brother to Ramoneur, 
out of the good producer Ave Russell. The son 
of Genie Crit is the smaller of the two, but is 
strongly made, with great propelling power and 
legs which apparently will be able to stand any 


strain. His profile is decidedly convex, but he is 
generally a colt of good appearance. The Ave 
Russell colt is much the largest of the group and 
appeared to a representative of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
to be the best prospect for racing. After he has 
had his chance on the flat there is a further pros- 
pect that he will develop into a good steeple- 
chaser or hunter. He is well balanced in his make- 
up and handles himself well. The other colts in 
the Scotland Farm consignment are cleanly made 
and generally well developed. The consignment 
as a whole is not high in flesh, and this fact 
should be attractive to those who do not like 
them too ‘sat.

COLDSTREAM CONTRACTS GORDON 

N his return from Chicago Sunday, Dr. John 

Baird, manager of Thoroughbreds at Cold- 
stream Stud, Lexington, announced that Alex B. 
Gordon has been engaged for three years to train 
the horses of Coldstream Stud and of Elmer Dale 
Shaffer, exclusively. Dr. Baird on Tuesday of 
this week stated that Trainer Gordon had arrived 
at Saratoga on Monday and had received Finance 
and four others of the Coldstream horses Max 
Hirsch had been training, and that St. Bernard 
and five others had arrived from Chicago at Sara- 
toga. This gives Gordon a string of 11, of which 
nine are by *Bull Dog. Dr. Baird says the defeat 
of St. Bernard by Toro Nancy can be attributed 
only to bad racing luck. ‘‘Alex thinks he is the 
best 2-year-old of the year, and he counts him 
the best 2-year-old he ever handied,” said Dr. 
Baird. The yearlings at Coldstream Stud already 
have been broken under Dr. Baird's direction. 
There are 16 in the string which will go into 
Trainer Gordon’s hands at the close of the racing 
season. 


GEORGE A. SAPORTAS PASSES 

At his home in Malvern, Penn., on July 24, 
George A. Saportas, one of the older school of 
horsemen and a grand sportsman, passed away 
after a prolonged illness, though he had not been 
bed-ridden. He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Elizabeth R. S. Saportas, one of the most popu- 
lar women of the Turf in the East. THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is not informed whether it be Mrs. Sa- 
portas’ intention to carry on in breeding Thor- 
oughbreds, but she has shown herseir quite 
familiar with bloodlines and very able to con- 
duct an establishment, should she elect so to do. 
Mr. Saportas had much success in steeplechasing 
both in this country and abroad. He had fine 
knowledge of horses and made good selections of 
stallions and mares. His last transaction was the 
purchase of Hygro from A. Bartelstein, of Chi- 
cago, and the saie of that good son of *Epinard 
Ruddy Light, to Gus A. Schreiner, of Kerrville, 
Texas. 


DEATH OF GEORGE WILLING, JR. 

A wide circle of friends on the Turf in America 
heard with regret of the death of George Willing, 
Jr., at his home in Philadelphia on July 27. Mr. 
Willing had not been well for sometime, but his 
death was not expected. He was an intimate 
friend of Joseph E. Widener, George D. Widener 
and J. Howard Lewis. The horses he raced this 
year were trained by Scott Harlan. Swiftsport, 
which he purchased last winter from A. B. 
Gallaher, through John O. Whitlow, who handled 
him at the Kentucky Association track, Lexing- 
ton, before delivering him to Trainer Harlan in 
Maryland last Spring, was his last purchase.

Acting for a Western patron, C. R. Valentine 
this week bought from John Dunn, Lexington, the 
2-year-old black colt, Dogentine (own brother to 
George Webre) by Dodge—Unguentine, by Mint.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK CLOSES 

OCKINGHAM PARK’S surprising 31-day 

meeting came to a close Saturday, July 28, 
with a crowd of more than 20,000 assembled to 
witness the second running of the Rockingham 
Park Handicap, a mile and one-sixteenth race for 
3-year-olds and upward. The event, taken last 
year by Mad Frump, was won by C. V. Whitney’s 
Roustabout, which scored an easy victory through 
mud. The feature of July 25, the $2,500 added 
Dartmouth Handicap, brought out an attendance 
of 12,000, and went to the consistent Black Hand, 
a Flying Ebony——Manicurist colt, owned by Paul 
Ratti. Thursday's chief attraction, the Lowell 
Claiming Purse, brought one of the most exciting 
contests of the week, when J. B. Miller’s Bedight, 
C. J. Meister’s Cantersine, and Mrs. T. Hunt’s 
Zorana staged a blanket finish, the decision going 
to the Dress Parade gelding. As in so many of 
the Rockingham Park features, the winner was 
an outsider. 

The 31 days of racing at Rockingham Park 
saw over $9,000,000 go through the totalizator, 
bringing the average daily turnover almost to 
$300,000, and placing the New Hampshire oval 
second only to Pimlico in point of money handled. 
A total attendance of more than 400,000 was 
recorded for the meeting. These figures indicate 
that the Rockingham Park meeting, which 
doubled both its attendance and mutuel pooling 
of 1933, was one of the most successful ventures 
of the racing year, and the track management is 
planning already for the fall meeting which opens 
August 25. 


BLACK HAND 


New Englanders are traditionally hard to con- 
vince, and the race-goers at Rockingham Park 
July 25 allowed Paul Ratti’s Black Hand (3-y-o, 
102), which two weeks before had scored a sur- 
prise victory in the Harvard Handicap at 17 to 1, 
to go to the post at 71% to 1 in the first running 
of the Dartmouth Handicap ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and upward, six furlongs). The 
Ratti colt, a $4,000 purchase at the end of last 
season, had been soundly trounced by Teralice, 
High Glee and Flying Sailor in the White Moun- 
tain Handicap July 18, in a race run in 1:12%, 
but came back Wednesday to cover the same dis- 
tance in 1:1125, and to wear down the favorite,

MICHIGAN 


DETROIT FAIR GROU NDS 

HE Detroit officials’ commendable attempt both 

to offer entertainment to track patrons and 
to card races which may develop horses with 
some stamina was continued Saturday, July 28, 
when an event at one and three-quarters miles 
was programmed. The two previous Saturdays 
had seen races at one and one-half and two miles. 
The event of July 28, attracting many of the 
horses which had entered the other distance 
events, was won by Mrs. A. Lamoreaux’s Espi- 
netta (106). The time, 3:01, was entered as a 
track record, the race being the first at the Fair 
Grounds at that distance, as was the case with 


the other two long races. Espinetta won the two- 
mile race July 21, while Pacheco and Black 
Stockings, which were second and third in that 
race, reversed the order of their finishes in Sat- 
urday’s race. The secondary feature of the July 
28 program, the Roseville Handicap for 3-year- 
olds and up, went to Mrs. C. Crane’s Ladfield, 
which defeated the Tranquility Farms Stable’s 
Rock X. by a length for the $1,000 purse. The 
mid-week feature was the Wayne County Handi- 
cap, run July 25, and won by Penncote, a recent 
claim of J. Freedman, which scored handily over 
C. Garrigan’s Genteel Lady. On Saturday, July 
28, the first running of the $2,500 added Ham- 
tramck Stakes went to the Elmtree Stable’s Fast 
Stride, a Display filly which added another to the 
week’s many upsets, by getting to the judges’ 
stand ahead of T. C. Geary’s Ramrod and the 
heavily played Phildia, owned by C. King. Un- 
favorable weather conditions, excessive heat dur- 
ing the early part of the week and rain in the 
last days, combined with unexciting programs to 
hold attendance down, week day crowds averag- 
ing little more than 4,000. 


FAST STRIDE WINS FIRST START 


Running away from a field which included 
three stakes winners, the Elmtree_ Stable’s 
(James G. Lang’s) Fast Stride (109), making her 
first start, took the first running of the Ham- 
tramck Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 514 
furlongs) at Detroit July 28, and registered the 
first stakes victory for a Display 2-year-old. 
Overlooked in the betting, the Elmtree juvenile 
paid 34 to 1. Curtis King’s Phildia (119), the 
even-money favorite, made the early pace, with 
T. C. Geary’s Ramrod (114), coupled in the bet- 
ting with Dr. D. B. Knox’s Clipsetta Stakes win- 
ner, Wise Bessa (116), a close second.

The Display filly 
drew out to hold a two-length margin at the 
finish, with Ramrod a like distance in front of 
Phildia, which had been eased up when a stirrup 
strap broke in the last hundred yards. Fourth 
was Mrs. A. J. Abel’s St. Moritz (117), which 
had closed well. Merry Go Round (109), Wise 
Bessa (116), First Entry (119), Glint (111) and 
Red Rod (117) were the others.

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STUD NEWS 
DEATH OF VICTORIAN 

ICTORIAN, a brilliant racer a few years ago, 

and one of the most promising of the younger 
set of stallions, died Monday morning of this 
week at Silas B. Mason’s Duntreath Farm. The 
horse had apparently made a recovery from the 
serious injuries suffered when he kicked through 
a fence on May 24. The cast had been taken off 
his leg and he was apparently in good condition 
when he was brought down again by an intestinal 
difficulty (apparently paralysis of the bowel) 
which lasted about 48 hours and ended in death. 
Insurance was carried but not enough to compen- 
sate the owners, Mr. Mason and his busiriess asso- 
ciate, W. Arnold Hanger, for the loss. 

Victorian was bred by the late Harry Payne 
Whitney, whose colors he carried in his races at 
two and three. A son of Whisk Broom II and 
Prudery, famous parents, both of them now dead, 
he was own brother to the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner Whiskery and three parts brother to the good 
racer Halcyon (by Broomstick—-Prudery). Foaled 
in 1925, he was one of a vintage crop of foals, 
his contemporaries and rivals including such re- 
doubtable performers as Reigh Count, Sun Beau, 
Misstep, Toro, Diavolo, Petee-Wrack, Sun Edwin, 
Bateau, Anita Peabody, etc. Against such com- 
petition, and despite lameness which hampered 
his training, Victorian proved himself a racer of 
fine ability, earning more than a quarter-million 
dollars ($253,425). 

Trained by the late James Rowe, Sr., Victorian 
won four of his six starts at two, but earned more 
money by finishing second in the Hopeful and 
third in the Futurity. At three he ran a great 
race to beat Toro a nose in a Preakness worth 
$60,000. He won nine other races before the 
season was over and went lame after he had 
earned a total of $126,750 during the year. In 
the spring of 1929, Mr. Whitney, because he 
wished to help establish Messrs. Mason and 
Hanger as owners of a good racing stable, sold 
them Victorian along with The Nut and Cady 
Hill (reported price for the three: $200,000). 
That year he started only four times. He won 
two purse races, but Diavolo beat him a nose in 
the Dixie Handicap and Bateau defeated him by 
the same margin in the Southern Maryland Han- 
dicap. The next year, at five, he won two races 
out of six starts, and one of the wins was the 
rich Agua Caliente Handicap. From a total of 
36 starts, he won 18 races, was second eight times 
and third once. 

He was retired to the stud at Duntreath and 
made his first season there in 1931. His first 
crop, now 2-year-olds, numbered 18 registered 
foals, and eight of them have already won races. 


CLAIBORNE STUD STALLIONS 

Of the stallions standing at A. B. Hancock's 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., three—Diavolo, Dis- 
traction and Gallant Fox—sent their first crop to 
the races in 1934; *Jacopo and Sir Andrew made 
their first season in the stud this year and the re- 
maining three are *Sir Gallahad III, leading sire 
of 1930 and 1933, Stimulus and Brown Bud. Dead 
but still prominent among leading sires are Toro 
and Chatterton. *Sir Gallahad III, Stimulus, 
Toro and Chatterton are second, fourth, fifth and 
seventh in the list of sires ranked according to 
money won by their get. 

Diavolo has attracted more attention than the 
other two in the first group. From his first crop

winners, including the racing of July 24. Irk- 
some, which was sold as a yearling last summer 
to the Milky Way Farm, won the Debutante 
Stakes at Washington Park. His other winners 
are Old Nick, Dorothy B., Sufficient, Skip It and 
Diablesse. Diavolo was a first-class race horse, 
winning 10 races and $107,540. He showed a

*Sir Gallahad III, the most successful sire in 
America since his foals began racing here, is rep- 
resented by high-class performers in the 2-year- 
old, 3-year-old and handicap divisions. Gallant 
Sir, which repeated to win the Agua Caliente 
Handicap, leads the older horses sired by *Sir 
Gallahad III; High Quest, winner of the Preak- 
ness and the Wood Memorial, is his best 3-year- 
old. The Fashion Stakes and Lassie Stakes, the 
latter the richest event of its kind offered this 
year, went to his daughter Motto, out of Maxima. 
She is owned by C. V. Whitney. Other juve- 
nile winners are Special Agent, Gallaclay, Galo- 
mar and Sir Lamorak. Two *Sir Gallahad III 
yearlings, shipped to England in 1932, were 
Bondsman, which was second in the Waterford 
Stakes, and won the Knowsley Dinner Stakes, and 
Black Devil, second in the Princess of Wales’ 
Stakes and King Edward VII Stakes (formerly 
the Ascot Derby). 

Stimulus, which sired 10 2-year-old winners in 
1933, has already passed that mark in 1934, with 
13 winning youngsters, only one less than the 
leader, Wise Counsellor. They are Ouragan, win- 
ner of the Victoria Stakes at Woodbine Park, 
Hug Again, Wahoo, Husky Lass,” Transcending, 
Ted Husing, Clang, Lan, Nandi, Aperitif, Ver- 
mouth, Sweetbroom and Donna Julia. He is also 
represented by the older stakes winners Croon 
and Sgt. Byrne, and by Riskulus, which turned 
in the fastest mile and a quarter of the season 
when he won the Arlington Handicap in 2:02%. 
Stimulus has sired 40 of this year’s winners and 
leads the sire list in this particular and also in 
the number of races won. 

Brown Bud, which has recently been having 
better opportunities in the stud, and is represent- 
ed this year by perhaps his best crop of yearlings, 
has sired five 2-year-old winners to July 25. 

In the Arlington Futurity July 28 the winner 
was by Toro; St. Bernard, which was second, was 
by *Bull Dog, a full brother to *Sir Gallahad III; 
and the third horse, Special Agent, was by *Sir 
Gallahad III. In the Lassie Stakes, the first three 
horses, Motto by *Sir Gallahad III, Toro Nancy 
by Toro, and Irksome by Diavolo were all raised 
at Claiborne or Ellerslie farms. In the Arlington 
Handicap the winner, Riskulus, by Stimulus, and 
the third horse, Hadagal, by *Sir Gallahad III, 
were products of the Claiborne Stud. The same 
two finished third and fourth in the Arlington 
Classic. Horses from Claiborne and Ellerslie

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TRIALS AT DETROIT 


N the Federal Court at Detroit last week, a 

jury rendered verdicts of guilty against Joe 
F. Patterson, manager and trainer for Audley 
Farm, Berryvile, Va.; Robert Wingfield, assistant 
trainer, and Horace Moore, a groom. Morton 
Smith and Thomas Murray were found not guilty. 
Trainer Patterson was found guilty on charges 
that he had transported, possessed and concealed 
narcotic drugs and that he had conspired with 
others to violate the anti-narcotic laws. Wing- 
field and Moore were found guilty on these 
charges and also on the charge that they had 
purchased narcotic drugs. The testimony had 
shown that Trainer Patterson was in Chicago 
when the narcotic drugs were purchased. Judge 
Edward J. Moinet sentenced each of the three to 
serve six months at the Federal Detention Farm, 
Milan, Mich. In addition, he imposed a fine of 
$1,000 against Patterson, $500 against Wingfield, 
and $250 against Moore. He stated that the 
sentence applied only to the conspiracy charge, 
the third count in the indictment, and that he 
reserved the right to impose sentence on the 
other two counts later. Judge Moinet granted 
Leonard S. Coyne, defense attorney, the right to 
appeal to the Circuit Court of Appeals at Cin- 
cinnati, and fixed bonds at $3,000 each. He denied 
Attorney Coyne’s motion that Moore’s jail 
sentence be suspended, but granted an extension 
of 30 days in which to permit Attorney Coyne 
to file an assignment of additional errors. 

After being admitted to bail, Trainer Patterson 
returned to Chicago and at Hawthorne on Mon- 
day of this week saddled two winners for Audley 
Farm Stable—Show Boy and Gallant Mac, both 
of which were ridden by Jockey J. Kacala. 

The indictments on which the men were tried 
were returned at Detroit after a raid made by 
Federal Narcotic agents at the State Fair 
Grounds on October 7, 1933. The testimony de- 
veloped that Trainer Patterson sent from Chi- 
cago to Wingfield at Detroit some bottles of what 
he described as “nerve tonic.”” With these Patter- 
son sent a letter dated September 20, 1933, con- 
taining directions: “Give this dose one hour be- 
fore race time.” Federal agents had caught 
Moore in Knight’s Gal’s stall, about to administer 
dope to Knight’s Gal, at 3:35 p. m., for a race 
scheduled to be run at 4:30 p. m., October 7. 
They preserved the contents of the syringe and 
also of two small bottles of dope solution found 
in the stall, one of which was labeled for Knight’s 
Gal and the other for Royal Blunder. Wingfield 
was found in the padock. He admitted to the 
agents that he had ordered Moore to administer 
the dose to Knight’s Gal. Later at his room he 
turned over to the agents 47 grains of dope, 
and a dope solution labeled for Knight’s Gal. He 
also gave the agents the letter from Patterson 
which was delivered by Morton Smith, who 
brought him the “nerve tonic.” Trainer Patter- 
son, on cross-examination, testified that Wing- 
field told him he had added dope to the “tonic.” 


IMPROVED SALIVA TEST 


Newer methods of the saliva test system, 


brought back from France by Dr. J. G. Catlett, 
test supervisor of the New York State Racing 
Commission, and O. A. Morgan, chemist, make 
possible the determination of the presence of a 
greater number of drugs than heretofore has 
been possible. Under the earlier methods, pres- 


ence of cocaine could not be detected with cer- 
tainty, but the new tests will indicate’ the 
presence of this drug as well as of others. The 
Commission was anxious to prevent accidents 
which occur from unsound legs, and the new 
tests make possible discovery of a local anaes- 
thetic temporarily hiding bad knees or ankles. 
Hypodermic injections as well as dope admin- 
istered through the mouth may be discovered by 
the tests.

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ACTION IS LAUDED 


By E. C. SMITH 

N denying the Onondaga Racing Association 

a license to conduct a meeting at Syracuse in 
September, the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion is being lauded by all who have the Turf 
interests of the Empire State at heart. Also for 
its skillful handling of what might have de- 
veloped into a controversial case, with consequent 
publicity which would have brought a lot of 
factional squabbles and unrest and whatever the 


cutcome, could hardly have been helpful to 
racing. 

When the license was granted for the July 
meeting at Syracuse, it was understood that 
booking, now legal in the state, would be the 


form of betting in force. There was considerable 
astonishment for the representatives of the 
Commission and The Jockey Club, when they 
reached Syracuse to see that a plant had been 
installed tor the option system of speculation. 
A member of the Commision was present the 
opening day to acquaint himself with the situa- 
tion, but took no direct action at the time, except 
as a word of warning. 

The Commission then laid the case before the 
Attorney General, the chief legal officer of the 
state. After investigation, by members of his 
staff, this officer sent peremptory orders that the 
option system must be discontinued as the option 
betting was only a veiled form of the mutuels, 
and was distinctly against the New York 
statutes. Governor Lehman also ordered the 
closing of option betting. 

These orders were obeyed with no attempt at 
evasion, but had the Racing Commission ordered 
the closing of the options, it is a practical cer- 
tainty that injunction proceedings would have 
been brought to prevent interference by the Com- 
mission. While the Commission would have won 
in the end, it would have meant airing the whole 
racing situation in the courts; another case of 
least said, soonest: mended. 

The revocation of the license was based on 
the fact that the backers of the meeting had full 
knowledge of the betting laws in the State of 
New York and_ deliberately violated these 
statutes. These backers, who control race tracks 
in several states where mutuels are legal, claim 
that the option system was forced on them by 
political influence. Be that as it may, revoking 
the license should have a salutary effect on other 
promoters who might plan to wink at the law 
and the power of the Racing Commission. 


FLORIDA 


PATY RESIGNS 

ROM his home at West Palm Beach, B. F. 

Paty has forwarded to Gov. Dave Sholtz at 
Tallahassee his resignation as a member of the 
Florida State Racing Commission, of which he 
has been an able chairman. Information as to 
his reasons for leaving the commission or as to 
who may succeed him had not been given out in 
Florida when this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
went to press. <A dispatch from Tallahassee in 
the Miami Daily News of last Sunday names Mr. 
Paty as one of several who may be candidates 
for Governor of Florida in 1936. Under the con- 
stitution, Governor Sholtz cannot succeed himself.
